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The proposed amendments raise new issues. The proposed amendment to claim 9 limits the claim to "consisting or the claim 
components. However, claim 10, which depends from claim 9, further recites the possible inclusion of Li20, CaO, and SrO which are 
not referred to in claim 9. Since claim 10 includes ingredients not recited in claim 9, the amendment raises the new issue of definiteness 
as to the true meaning of Consisting'. Moreover, the amendment raise some minor issues such as the insertion of extraneous period at 
the end of the underlined section in claim 10, and reference to Li02 rather than Li20 in claim 10 
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
